Farm Agent Tells of First 
10 Years in Local Area 


* 

A group of 100 Mexican Na- 
tionals stationed at the Charle- 
voix County Fair grounds at 
East Jordan for the purpose of 
picking string beans and cucum- 
bers was the scene that greeted 
Ed Rebman, the Charlevoix 
County Agricultural Agent when 
he arrived here ten years ago 
September 1. 

The end of last month repre- 
sented the close of his first ten 
years of service as local county 
agricultural agent. 

Since then, Rebman says, ma- 
ny things have happened. There 
have been some good crop years 
for farmers who received good 
yields and high prices and there 


has been years like this summer 


when drought reduced yields 
considerably’ and farm prices 
were fairly low.. 

Some years the turkey grow- 


-ers has done exceptionally well 


while other enterprises have not 
fared very well. In other years 
other enterprises such as fruit, 
dairy and etc. have done well. 

In spite of all the happenings 
Mr. Rebman still points out that 
the people of Charlevoix county 
are very nice to work with. 

The Charlevoix County Board 
of Supervisors have. always beer 
very cooperative to the County 
Extension Office he says. 

_ Farmers and other people who 
represented the board of direc- 
tors of the different agricultural 
organizations have also extend- 
ed to the Extension. Office the 
kindest and most helping hand. 

- Several organizations were 
started during the ten year per- 
iod. In 1946 the Antrim-Charle- 
voix Artificial Breeders’ Asso- 


 eiation was organized and furn- 


ished farmers in the south half 
ef the county the use of sup:2r- 
ior dairy bulls for their herds. 
The next year the Boyne City 
Artificial Breeders’ Association 


‘was. organized and also the Cow - 


testing Association whereby far- 
mers could tell which of their 
cows were keeping him and 
which cows he was. keeping. 

The Charlevoix Soil Conser- 
vation District was organized in 
1948 and Rebman has served as 
secretary from its beginning. 

He also served as secretary. 
to the Charlevoix County Fair 
from 1948 until it closed follow- 
ing the 1953 fair. 

One of the outstanding hap- 
penings Rebman can recall is the 
epidemic of army worms that in- 
vaded several townships in the 


South part of the county. 


Farmers in Marion and Eve- 
line townships were hit the hard- 
est with the damage of smail 


grains amounting to about 15,- . 


000. Here the cooperation of ev- 
eryone was very evident. Two il 
ecmpanies furnished tankers to 
haul water, the City of Charle- 
voix gave the water and an im- 


pliment dealer and some farmers 
furnished tractofs and sprayers, 
and everyone pitched into help 
fight the army worms. 

Rebman is extending to every- 
one his thanks for all the assist- 
ance rendered him since coming 
te Charlevoix county.

COMPLETE SIXTH TOUR 


Pedaling Pair Visit Old 


Southern Battle Grounds 


Parker Seiler and Lyn Neal 
recently completed their sixth 
annual bicycle tour. In contrast 
to previous 2,000 mile trips, this 
was a short 320 miles of pedal- 


ing. Following is their story of 


the trip. 
* * * 

“At St. Louis, Missouri, our 
starting point, we enjoyed a visit 
to Forest Park and the famous 
municipal open air amphitheater. 
Here we witnessed the musical 
production of “South Pacifie” 
for which the 12,000 seats were 
fled. We were impressed by 
the fact that 1,000 seats at the 
back are free so that many might 
enjoy cultural programs regard- 
less of financial standing. 


From St. Louis we pedaled: ar 
cross the Jefferson Barracks toll 
bridge and entered [linois. For 
the next 300 miles we were des- 
tined to be never. farther than 
30 miles from the Mississippi Ri- 
ver, which we had just crossed. 


Through corn country we ped- 
aled to Sparta, Illinois and spent 
the night in an old hotel, which 
based its claim to fame on the 
fact that Lindburgh had slept 
there. You may think this rather 
comical but the leading industry 


within the city is a “funny book” 


publishing firm which emplogs 
nearly 500. 

We passed through the fringe 
area of the great Illinois coal 
fields and saw some evidence of 


coal mining. The mines operate 


little during summer months, 
maybe 3 days a week, but from 
September until May they run 
more steadily and miners earn 
about $28 a day. 

From Murphysboro we began 
riding through a very pretty but 
hilly section of southern Illinois 
known as the Illinois or Egyp- 
tian Ozarks.

AS ONE GOES south the twi- 
light period grows shorter and 
darkness fell on us a few min- 
utes after the sun set. We found 
ourselves at Alto Pass, a small 
village about the size of Ells- 
worth and soon discovered there 
was not a hotel, motel or tourist 
home in the area! ; 

“Isn’t there anybody who ever 
puts anybody up for the night?” 
I asked the proprietor of the only 
store open —a little place 
where talk was cheap but there 
wasn’t much to sell. He thought a 
few minutes and then showed us 
a place down the railroad tracks 
a few blocks. ' 


The woman gave us her own 
kedroom, changed the sheets and 
charged us a very reasonable 75c 
each. She and her husband then 


slept in the living room. 


I was awake during the night, 
don’t know whether it was the 
rumbling freight trains going by 
or the “ice cream supper’ we had 
eaten just before retiring, when 
the door opened and a figure si- 
lently entered our bedroom and

_It turned out to be only the girl 


who roomed upstairs. It seems 
the stairway was in our room. 

The next morning we pedaled 
through Jonesboro where one of 
the famous Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bates had been held nearly a cen- 
tury ago. : 

We learned that southern I1- 
linois is called Little Egypt” be- 
cause back in the middle 19th 
century there had been a crop 
failure in northern Hlinois and 
folks had come to this part of ihe 
state for food reminiscent of Bi- 
blical times when Joseph’s bre- 
thren journeyed to Egypt to buy 
grain. Thebes and Cairo ~ (pro- 
nounced “Care-oh” by the na- 
tives) are two southern Illinois 
towns given Egyptian names. 


Our first flat tire occurred at 
a very convenient time and place. 
We had just entered Cairo at 
lunch time. A super market was 
on one side and a shady court 
house yard, complete with ben- 
ches, was located on the other 
side of the street. We aren’t al- 
ways that fortunate. 


It was here that we noticed 
several ‘women carrying’ open 
umbrellas and there wasn’t a 
cloud in the sky. They were be- 
ing used to provide shelter from 
the blazing sun. If it’s any hot- 
ter next summer, that idea may 
even catch on in East, Jordan. 


We crossed the Ohio River at 
Cairo, just a mile from where it 
merges with the mighty Missis- 
sippi and spent the night at 
Wickliff, Kentucky. 

After changing another flat 
tire the next morning, we rode 
to the Columbia Belmont Battle- 
field State Park. From this: high 
‘luff overlooking the Mississippi 
River, Confederate soldiers had 
sought to prevent Union - ships 
from going south. . Pe 

We saw a portion of the huge 
chain which they had stretched 
across the river. How effective 
their chain and- cannons had 
been we could not learn.

WE ATE our lunch in the lit-. 
tle town of Moscow, Kentucky 
but no one could tell us how it 
got its name. At Cayce we stop- 


ped to view the monument er- 


ected to Casey Jones, the fam- 
ous engineer, who had spent his 
boyhood days there. ‘. 2, 8 
‘We rode through fine cotton 
country and could also see great 
fields of soy beans. The ‘cotton 
was just maturing and will be 
picked from now until Decem- 
ber. © ; 7 
At Tiptonville, Tennessee, we 
were nearly at the center of the 
New Madrid earthquake which 
shook a large section of the Un- 
ited States at intervals from De- 
cember, 1811 to February, 1812. 
Had there been great cities in 
the region at that time, they 
would have been destroyed. It 
was the greatest quake on the 
orth American continent wit- 
nessed by white men. The area 
was in such turbulence that for 
a time the Mississippi flowed up- 
stream and a great slice of land 
dropped into. some sort of under- 
ground abyss. Water rushed in- 
to the hole to create Reelfoot 
Lake which exists today. 


The Tiptonville area is all al- 
luvial soil which had come from 
the once great mountains of eas- 
tern United States. Here it is 


mecessary to drill 2400 before 


hitting rock, 


We gleaned more Civil War . 


history from ‘a ‘man who told 


us about the battle for Island No. 
10 which took place on the river 
nearby. There six Union iron- 
clad gunboats had shelled the 
Confederate. held island some 30 
days before the historic battle 
of the Monitor and the Merrimac 
The gentleman even showed us 
a shell which had been fired 
from one of the ships. 

‘We crossed the Mississippi Ri- 
ver on a unique ferry, consisting 
of a long pontoon barge, pushed 
by a diesel powered tug. Since 
the river bank varies with the 
season, there are no piers, docks 
or slips. The ferry just pushes up 
to the sandy beach and off you 
drive. 
Soon we were riding through 
northeastern Arkansas, our 42nd

live arm, good control, a strong 
physique, power of concentrat- 
tion, fielding ability and desire 
to win. 

That’s a large order, of course, 
and that’s why there aren’t too 
many good pitchers around to- 
day. Most hurlers ‘have one or 
more shortcomings. 

A live arm means one that re- 
sponds a few days after use and 
is ready for another nine innings. 
As pitchers age, their arms fail 
to respond for longer periods. 
FIELDING IMPORTANT 

A. strong physique is necessary 
to stand up under the punish- 


. ment of a full game of pitching. 


Concentration is mind over mus- 
cle, which helps make, control, 
and also keeps the pitcher from 
becoming rattled in tense situa- 
tions. 

A pitcher’s fielding is more 
important than most fans realize 
He must be able to hustle on a 
bunt, throw well to second base 
to start a double piay (the ball 
must be timed to reach the on- 
rushing fielder just as he hits 
the bag) and cover first on a ball 
hit to the second or first base- 
man. .- 

Control means getting ahead 
of the batters. If you can’t get 
strikes across the plate, you have 
to come in with a fat pitch to 
avoid walking the batter, and 
then watch out. 

The two types of control pit- 
chers are spot pitchers and strike 
pitchers. The former tries to 
catch the corners, the latter 
seeks to get the ball anywhere 
over the plate with a lot of 
stuff on t.

Who Said Hot 
Summer Means 


Cold Winter? 


‘Old wives’ tales to the con- 
trary, you just can’t predict a 


~cold-cold winter coming up be- 


cause of our hot-hot summer, 
says a University of Michigan 
meteorologist. 

In fact, meteorologists aren’t 
even sure yet that this will mea- 
sure up statistically to be an ex- 
ceptionally: hot summer — the 
sweltering man in the street not- 
withstanding! 

So says A. Nelson Dingle, re- 
search associate in the Univer- 
sity of Michigan’s Engineering 
Research Institute, who looks on 
summer and winter as separate 
entities significantly separated 
by the fall season during which 
anything can happen atmospheri- 
cally, and usually does. 

He explains this by pointing 
out that although there may be 
some continuity in weather pat- 
tern during the summer, a time 
of relatively few storms, changes 
in air temperature and other at- 
mospheric gyrations make fall a 
turbulent period, disrupting what 
little order there might have 
been in the pattern. 

Spring is the same kind of un- 
predictable season with a rapid- 
ly warming atmosphere making 
its weather changeable, he says. 

“For some strange reason peo- 
ple expect the atmosphere to be 
a simple thing producing weather 
that follows logically day after 
day,” Dingle states, “but it is 
actually highly complex, huge, 
and inflenced by many forces— 
some of which we don’t even 
know about.” 

Weather prediction beyond a 
few days is a pretty risky busi- 
ness, he declares, since “weather 
persistence,” as it is called, can’t 
be counted on as a guide for 
longer than this period.

Those Were Not 


The Good Old 


School Days 

Grandpa isn’t just spinning 
yarns when he talks about “my 
rugged days in school.” Fact ‘s, 
according to Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health records, young 
folks can thank their lucky 
charms that it’s 1955, not 1900. 

You see, back a half century 
ago, about one death out of ev- 
ery three was someone 15 years 
of age or younger. Last year, on- 
ly one out of every ten Michigan 
deaths was in that age group. 

Diseases going around. at the 
turn of the century often meant 
much more than a few days out 
of class. Dipththeria, for one ex- 
ample, hit 2,706 Michigan peo- 
ple in 1900, compared with only 
57 new cases reported in the 
state last year. 

‘Measles and whooping cough, 
combined, killed 550 in 1900, 
but took only 84 Michigan lives 
in 1954. And scarlet fever, which 
caused 123 deaths fifty years 
ago, only killed three times in 
Michigan last year. 

Sanitation, immunization and 
modern treatment methods are 
given credit for cornering the 
ails, “but no communicable di- 
sease can be counted completely 
out,” the health department cau- 
tions. 

Most of the diseases, the de- 
partment goes on to say, may be 
merely marking time, waiting for

the pressure to let up. Like mea- 
sles, whooping cough and scar- 
let fever, which caused few 
deaths last year, but piled up a 
ecembined total of 51,487 new 
cases in Michigan. 

As the health department sees 
the situation now — _ with 
schools about to open — one of 
the worst hazards is complacen- 
ey. The rugged days of Grand- 
pa’s youth may never return. But 
if the one time communicable di- 
sease killers should slip back to 
power, they .could make rough 

_ going for generations now in Mi- 
chigan classrooms. _
